MEETING OF THE CITY MYTHS,

of the earriage ride; and it became this angast
body to make it a subject of debats, as much
%0 ag If it was the paving of a street or build-
Ing of a sewer.

The invitation to the myths came from ons
Foust, a trusty Trustee of the College, but
Myth King did not think Councils were pre-
pared to accept the invitation. Why they
were thus caught unprepared he did not say;
purely it was not beonuse their boots ware not
blacked; for that could have been done right
on the steps of the Hall of Independence; on
the game step, in faot, from which Jolin Han-
cock read the Declaration of Independence to
the well-dressed colonists assembled, inclnding
a few Indiang, according to the pictures. Their
unprepareduness may hive besn on account of
ot having clean ghirts, all of them: bnt this
preparation was wholly unnecessary, if we
are to beliove the Directors of the College, for
they say the place and inmategs are overran
with vermiun, and they probably know, as
their oflice requires them to be fregnent
yisitors, and to be perfectly familiar with all
$he tenants of the College. Indeed, the matron
told ns that there were more children from
the families of *‘big buge’’ in the College this
Season than ever bafore. Do that as it may,
the invitation for the myths to visit the Col-
lege and witness the inauguration ceremonisg
was not received kindly.

The myth who first raiced the objection
wished an answer returued similar to the ons
used in fashionable life of “Not at Home," or
¢Don’t see it,"’ according to the fashion of the
party using it; but Myth Stokley moved that
they go; he had never been through Collage,
and he meaunt to taks this opportunity to go
through it.

Myth Smwith hoped the motion of the afore-
said myth would mnot prevail.
